reoently passed a bill, by the pas- 
sage of which Greek letter socie- 
ties are to be exempted from tax- 
ation on their property. 

Some members of the Wisconsin 
faculty have started a movement 
to abolish fraternities by State 
law. They have introduced a 
bill into the Legislature to pro- 
vide for dormitories, and then to 
prohibit fraternities and clubs. 
They think this will strengthen 
the spirit of democracy. 

Thirteen fraternities at Syra- 
cuse University have formed a 
basketball league. 

The authorities of Lehigh Uni- 
versity are now considering 
whether the university campus 
should be used for sites of fra- 
ternity houses. The objection is 
made that they will be monu- 
ments of special classes of stu- 
dents and not representative. 

The fraternities at the Univer- 
sity of Washington have intro- 
duced chess among the different 
student organizations. 

Michigan has thirty-two fra- 
ternities, eleven sororities and six 
clubs, forty-nine in all. 

According to the 1907 “How- 
itzer” the annual publication of 
each successive first class at West 
Point, there were seventy-six fra- 
ternity men at West Point. Those 
in the lead as to number were 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon, with elev- 
en; Phi Delta Theta, with six, 
Sigma Chi, with five; Delta Kap- 
pa Epsilon, with five, and Beta 
Theta Pi, with four. 

Southern Kappa Alpha has 
placed its latest chapter at Drury 
College, Missouri. At its last 
convention the policy of exclu- 
sively southern extension was 
modified or abandoned.
